Sheffield  Eagles  booked  their  place  in  the 
semi-finals  of  the  AB  Sundecks  1895  Cup 
with  a  dramatic  32-28  win  over  Doncas¬ 
ter  at  Featherstone  Rovers’  LD  Nutrition 
Stadium. 

Anthony  Thackeray’s  last-minute  try  broke 
Donny  hearts  after  the  League  1  club 
showed  their  class  for  an  hour  of  the  match. 
The  Eagles  were  28-12  down  with  20 
minutes  to  go  but  a  late  rally  saw  them  steal 
victory  from  the  jaws  of  defeat.  It  took  three 
minutes  for  the  hosts  to  open  the  scoring  af¬ 
ter  they  had  won  a  penalty  on  halfway.  Sam 
Doherty  had  acres  of  space  on  the  wing  and 
he  dived  over.  Matty  Beharrell  converted. 

The  Eagles  bounced  back  well  with  two 
tries  in  four  minutes. The  first  came  courtesy 
of  Jacob  Ogden  who  got  on  the  end  of  a 
Josh  Guzdek  grubber.  Pat  Walker  convert¬ 
ed.  Shortly  after,  Thackeray  played  Dixon 
through  a  gap  and  the  prop  had  too  much 
strength  for  the  full-back.  Once  again,  Walk¬ 
er  goaled. 

On  22  minutes,  the  hosts  were  level  after 
an  offload  left  three  Eagles  defenders  on 
the  ground  and  the  defence  was  at  breaking 
point.  A  quick  play  the  ball  helped  Doncaster 
and  Jez  Litten  touched  down.  Beharrell  was 
on  target  for  the  second  time.  Two  try-saving 
tackles  in  as  many  minutes  from  Ryan  Millar 
should  have  given  the  Eagles  some  warning 
about  the  threat  Doncaster  posed.

Obviously 
not  many  of  us  as  it  is 
estimated  that  over  nine 
million  people  in  the  UK 
are  lonely. 

The  most  terrible 
poverty  is  loneliness, 
and  the  feeling  of  being 
unloved.’  Mother  Teresa 

How  often  do  we  see 
people  sat  together  on 
a  Bus,  in  a  cafe,  pub  or 
restaurant  and  rather 
than  talk  to  one  another 
are  staring  at  their 
phone.  Joanne  Harris 
suggests  ‘Online  communities  are  an  expres¬ 
sion  of  loneliness’. 

Most  of  us  have  and  do  feel  lonely  and 
isolated  at  some  time  in  our  life.  We  long 
for  someone  who  will  listen  to  us  ramble  on 
about  how  we  are  and  what  may  be  going  on 
in  our  lives.

has  a  huge  success.  Simply,  sitting  on  the 
bench  is  an  indicator  to  other  passers-by  that 
they  would  like  to  have  a  chat.  This  idea  is 
wonderful  and  working  and  other  cities  are 
also  allocating  ‘talking  benches.’ 

Let’s  remember  chat  is  free.  If  each  one 
of  us  just  had  one  short  conversation  with 
someone  daily  we  could  make  a  huge  differ¬ 
ence  and  begin  to  make  a  dent  in  the  nine 
million  lonely  people. 

Let’s  talk  more....
